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CONDITION-OF SCHOOLS. - 
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By examining the article of this report under the heading “ /nerease,” one 
may find ample proof of the fact that much progréss has been made in our 
schools during the past year. More money has been expended in building 
and repairing houses, previding apparatus and furniture, and paying teach- 
ers, than ever before. More institutes have been held with better attend- 
ance, more graded schools have been established, more schools have" been 
furnished with unabridged dictionaries, and teachers have’ obtained higher -

^4 Itis with much graufication that I find the evidence that justifies-me in 
reporting notable progress, Perhaps there have not been so great changes > 
wrought in avy other professional line, as in that of teaching. The contrast 
between the work done ın the seliéol-room to-day and fifty years ago is ım- 
deed great. But ns we were fiity Years ago ex permenting at the expense 
of the children 10 trying to find the best methods of imparting instraction—_ 
the best methods of developing the child nature confidéd to our care, so we 
are to-day still experimenting, and experimenting at the expense of the 
children, While this is a necessity, we should endeavor to establish such 
repulatións as will have this experimenting done by those who are best fitted 
for it—who do not have to experiment along lines already known—who-un- 
derstand ohild nature best—who understand definitely the object of” the 
State in. establishing and fostering a public school system—who fully realize 
‘hat their work is lo wake citizens—to make citizens who will be interested ^7 
in the perpetuity of the liberties secured by our government, and that that 
end is best accomplished by properly developing all the faculties of the child.~ 
The very magnitude of the work sufficiently argues the importance of pre-

paring-those who are to engage init. Our prospects are bright financially. 
"We expect to receive considerable income from our school lands, and it is 
hoped. that not only will the teachers be better paid, but that we shallhave . 
better houses, better furniture, more apparatus and school libraries. ` But _ 
all these amount to but little, if in the hands of inexperienced and inéfücient ` 
teachers. -- Hence I reack the conclusion that after all our greatest need is , 
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MORE EFFICIENT TEACHERS. 


Too much importance cannot be attached to this. While we have many 
most excellent teachers, we haye many who are deficient in consequence of 
not having had any special training for their work, and we have some who 
are simply making it a stepping-stone to something else, and hencé are lack- 
ing interest in their work. We need to get rid of the last clags, and to 
improve the second. There are various remedies already in existence, or 
that can he easily suggested for this. . The requiring of teachers to attend 
institutes is one, but that would be ‘much more effectual were county com-- 
missioners required to appropriate the $100 witli which to employ good in- 
structors for the institutes, As itis, in many counties the appropriation is 
not made. The reading of school journals is another means; the refusing 
to issue a third grade certificate the second time to a person is anothe! ; 
forming teachers! reading circles is another; and the tendency of the Board 
of Education to raise thestandard of examination another. If our legislature 
would make sufficient appropriation for two summer normal schools each of 
four weeks’ duration, and require one to be held in eastern and one in 
western Washington, it would greatly aid in improving our teachers, and the 
expense would be small. These should not take the place of the regularly 
established normal schools. It is hoped that at no distant day regular pro- 
fessional training will be required on the part of the teacher. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Quarterly examinations are for the most part satisfactory. A few changes, 
however, would make them less objectionable. Section 25 of the school law 
should he so amended as to require quarterly examinations in all the coun- 
ties, and, as suggested by the superintendent of Kitsap county, the super- 
intendent should be required to indorse until the next regular examination 
certificates presented him by teachers from other States or from Territories, 
in full force and effect where issued. The suggestion of the superintendent 
of Klickitat county to substitute Friday for Wedneaday would make them a 
little more convenient, and make it easier to combine institutes and exami- 
nations, ; 


TEAOHERS 


There were employed during the year 1,349 teachers, 536 males and 813 
females; 32 persons held life diplomas; 35, territorial certificates; 322, first 
grade county certificates; 004, second grade county certificates; and 381, 
third grade county certificates, making a total of 1,373. This variatiun of 
totals indicates that some who secured certificates did not teach. The pre- 
ceding year there were 455 male teachers, and 83) female teachers employed, 
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making a total of 1,285, or 64 fewer than were employed last year. Notwith- 
standing there were 64 more teachers employed last year, there were 17 
fewer female teachers, Does this indicate that ladies are finding other em- 
ployment more to their liking, or móre remunerative, or that they are being - 
crowded out by the men ?

published by Ivison, Blakeman & Company, not changing the books in use 


on other subjects. The Board contracted with the publishing firms for the . 


supplying of the newly adopted books, inserting a provisional clause that the 
contract should not be binding upon the State, and entered into bonds with 
securities for the faithful performance of the terms of the contract. Tn the

Adams county has now thirteen achool districts, and three petitions 
awaiting the action of the county commissioners, which will undoubtedly 
result in the organization of the districts, thereby making sixteen districts 
imn the county. Four months since there were but ten» districts in the 
county, which shows, for itself, the progress of the last few months. 4 


mI think the present system of adopting text books is a good one Itisa 
great saving to parents and guardians, as every one knows who has lived in 
a state or county where every district has books different from those of adja- 
cent districts. In such states or counties renters who move from pia e to 
placè are compelled to buy new books almost every year. 

The law concerning the teaching of hygiene 15 beng gomplied with to the 
very letter in Adams county. There seems to be no objection to its enforce- 
ment, and [ think the instruction in this branch is domg untold good. It 


seems to be hke seed sown ın good ground, and good seed sown m good | 


ground will certamly yield a rich harvest. Children, I think, may be 
likened to good ground, and these seeds of intelligence and wisdom, sown in 
their youthful minds and hearts, will surely yield bountiful harvests for 
temperance. 

Ithink a compulsory school law should bs eníorced, as parenís sho have | 
not had school advantages are not apt to-fully realize the importance of an | 
education, to their children, and are therefore negligent and indifferent re- 
garding their childrens’ schooling. 


County superintendents should be better paid, and also Territorial (or 
State) Superintendents, as they probably will be aiter the State RES .

Dear Sm: Ienclose the superintendent’s annual report for this county. 
Itis not complete, by any means, and the reports I have from the clerks, 
etc., are far from being complete, which is the cause of this report being so 
unfavorable. 

I was appointed to the office on August 6th, and immediately began ““dig- 
ging up” the affairs of the different schools of the county. Several districts 
have not had school, because of the scarcity of teachers who are able to pro-, 
cure certificates. So long as superintendents’ permits were allowed by law, 
the schools were in better condition, from what I can learn from the district 
officers, than they have been sincé the passage of the law prohibiting 
permits. 

A number of districts, after doing all they could to get teachers having 
certificates, and failing, have employed teachers not holding certificates. 
This accounts for the low average of wages paid. 

Until within the past year, the county has been rather backward regard- 
ing schools. But now a good class of emigrants are coming to the county, 
and the outlook ja much better. 
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E I hold the office when the next annual report is made, 1 hopeit will | 
show up better than the present one does.

In compliance with law, permit me, hereby, to submit the accompanying 
report of- the schools of Columbia county, W. T., which is not mes what I

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would desire it to be, owing to the manner in which the clerks’ reports from 
several districts are filled out. I have used every means attainable to avoid 
the inaccuracies of such reports, yet, in some places, it has been impossible 
to arrive at an exactly correct and satisfactory resnlt, , There is, at present, 
à great need of a system by which the exact amount of funds on hand can 


be obtained, at any time, from the treasurer, which can not/be done under: ' 


the present manner of keeping accounts. If the county treasurer and each 
district clerk were required, by law, to keep a pass book, in which each or- 
der given and paid off would. be kept, then it would be so that any orders 
not paid might be easily accounted for, and the clerk’s reports made to cor- 
respond with the treasurer's book, which is by no means the case at pres- 
ent, and which must, necessarily, make the superintendent’s report not ex- 
actly correct. 


The schools of thid county are generally in a very fair condition, with a 
marked advancement toward the better. Although some of the districts 
have either no houses for school purposes, or very poor ones, yet every year 
is decreasing the number, snd we hope that in the near future there will be 
good buildings in each district and plenty of funds to keep school running 
during a good part of the year. 


We have now one graded school in the county, that of Dayton, at present, 
under the charge of Prof, W. A. Payne, as principal, employing ten teachers. 


The attendance of the county institutes, by the teachers, is generally good, 
and a fair amount of interest taken by them, being, as a class, a very active 


and progressive “band of workers,’ using every means by which the schools’ 


of the county may be bettered. 

Since the change in the school law abolishing permits, and limiting the 
granting of third grade certificates, there seems to be a marked change, as 
the teachers are necessarily reviewing and preparing themselves to meet the 
requirements of the new law; but I think that the law ought to be more 
definite than itis, not leaving the granting of a third grade certificate the 
second time to the discretion of the examining board, but forbidding it 
altogether. I think also that teachers should be examined in mental arith- 
metic for certificates of all grades, in addition to what they are now exam- 
ined in. g 

1 think the compulsory educational law, as it now is, is a dead letter, 
from. the fact thatit has never, in my knowledge, been enforced in Colum- 
bia county. As itis, it leaves the enforcement in the hands of those who 
do not desire to enforce if, and is, therefore, completely ignored, I think it 
should either be amended, making it more peony: or else bo repealed, 
which I would not like to see. m 
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The law in regard to teaching hygiene with reference to the-effects of. al- 

coholic stimulants on, the system, has been generally followed and enforced, , 

but many of the teachers are very much dissatisfied with the, Pathfinders, 

No.'s 1 and 2, on account of the manner hygiene 3s taught, and also the ar- 

rangement of the books, they iin: very inconveniently arranged jor class 
use, s 


In éonclusion, I will say that’since thé Legislature has quit making ap- 
propriations for printing the school law, there has been very much annoy- ~ 
ance among teachers and school officers, since itis very hard to obtain a 
copy of it. Many have asked me for a copy of the late law, but as none 
have been furnished me, all I can do 18 to tell them where to send for it. It 
appears to me that it ought to be printed, as formerly, and distributed Like 
other blanks and instructions, as each teacher and other school officer 
should always have a copy on hand.

Several young teachers are doing good work in their first schools This 
is a fact of some importance here, the number of resident teachers having 
s been comparatively small, , 


"With reference to the achool law, I think it needs horoi revision. 
There are contradictions and loopholes enough. to makeit practically in 


t 
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some Cases no law at all. I think the requirements for teacher'a certificites 
should be on a risingscale, and that after a certain period, no grade should 


' be given below second, or, if given, they should not be considered sufficient 


qualification to teach. The requirements of districta as regards funds 
would be better met if half the amount apportioned was dividéd equally 
between them. The other half to be PEA in proportioñ to the num- 
ber actually enrolled, Education should be required 4s qualification of 
School officers, particularly clerks.. The. county superinteridént. should 
have power to endorse first-grade certificates from other states till the suc- 
ceeding examination. 


YT think the adoption of text books should be carried out in a way some: 
thing like the following: All teachers should be required to furnish a list 
of text books which they believe likely to be most successful to'the super- 
intendent, he to forward them with a similar list of his own, to the Board 
of Education. The text books receiying the approval of the greatest num- 
ber of teachers to be adopted. Prices and terms being-also considered by 
them. 


The law concerning the teaching of hygiene is carried out throughout the 
county. In some cases little interest appears to be awakened, while in 
others, quite an amount of enthusiasm is displayed. Of course, the teacher 
is the life or death of any study. 

The compulsory law should either be repealed or methods should be 
adopted for enforcing its observance. I think the time of compulsory at- 
tendance should be confined to the age between seven and fourteen; that, 
in my idea, being the age when all children should be, as much as possible, 
in school, progress then being more rapid, and improvement more apparent.

for such sérvice until it is actually and completely performed. — -

Our county has been remarkably y prosperous during the past year. The 
clerks’ census reports show an increase of nearly three hundred in school -~ 
population. Nine districts have been organized. Four new school houses. 
have been built, and the erection of several others is under contemplation, 
‘one of which is to bs a $3,000 building at Waterville 


We have several good resident teachers, who are putting forth every effort 
to make their sthoals a success. The small percentage 1n. school is caused, 
partly, by an influx of ammugrants, whose children are not yet in attend- 
ance, and partly from the great distance to be traveled in sparsely settled 
districts, sume of which are from ten to fifteen townships 1n length. 


The compulsory school law is not generally enforced, as 50 per cent, of _ 
inattendance plainly shows, and a great deal of indifference is manifested + 
toward the Jaw “Relating to the study of physiology and hygiene with 
Special reference to the effects of “alcoholic stimulants and narcotics upon 
the human system.”

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Occasionally a district clerk crosses the boundary line of his district in 
taking the census, or evidently a name of ‘‘parent or guardian” frequently 
appears listed in two reports, which, if not detected, increases the number 
representing the number of children in the county, and decreases the 
amount pro rata per capita when public school moneys ure apportioned, To 
obviate this I recommend that the census. blanks contain’ four additional 
columns, headed respectively: Subdivision of Sertiow, Section, Town- 


ship and Range. The “Remark” column, which is seldom used, could with 


very little expense be divided as above, and show the residence of each person 
enumerated.

Sir: You are fully acquainted with the circumstances that surround me, 
and the difficulties under which I labor, in trying to make my annual re- 
port, and will, therefore, I hope; look on the /ailure with a denient eye. 


The district clerks, in their hurry to duplicate their annual reports, were 
not careful to give all the statistics that they should have given, they being 
more interested to get as large a “‘census’? ad poksible, and so neglected 
many things that would have made my report of more interest and value to 
you. 

The great difficulty, in the matter of getting full financial statistics from 
district clerks, as you are probably aware, is for them to have and keep 
their financial books correctly, and until this dillicultv is overcome, these 
statistical items will never be very reliable. 


The grade of teaching in this county, I think, is improving rapidly, as 
there are a good many teachers of culture and experience coming into the 
country from other states, who have had the benefits of normal training. 


In regard to changes in the school law, there are a few contradictory sec- 
tions that it would be wel and I think the first meeting of the State Legis- 
lature wiz, harmonize. 

I think the compulsory school law ought to be abolished, or made opera- 
tive, by making it some one’s duty to enforce it, with sufficient pénalty on 
neglect of duty, thát it would be lived up to by both guardians and officers. 
As it now is, it is a dead letter, and only cumbers the law, being never put 
into force against violators. ^ 

The Board of Education I think did well in its conservative action on the 
adoption question, though some persons are inclined to criticise as not very . 
conservative, Nen three books were changed at once.

' their respective districts. We have forty-nine organized districts at the 
present time, and petitions have been presented praying for three more. A 
lack of good school houses and ‘school furniture seriously interferes with the 
success of many of our country schools. Many of our buildings are barely 
worthy the name, and only four districts are provided with unabridged: 
dictionaries. But it is encouraging to know that several new houses ‘will he . 
built during the coming year, and a greater interest seems to prevail among . 
the people in educational matters. Goldendale 18 furnishing its school 
house with new desks, and will employ four teachers during the coming 
term, The school will be properly graded, and accommodations made for; _ 


250 pupils. The town of Centerville is also building a new school house, 
«with two rooms, and will employ two teachers the coming year. ~

hands, ard the time for their annual report finds them’so poorly prapared 
that very little, if anything, can be determined from them, Ihave made 
out my report as nearly correct as I could, from all I could gather, without 
going oyer all the treasurer’s record. Iam sure some of the estimates are 
entirely too low. 


For instance, the figures show only $139.86 raised by special tax, and ap- 
paratus valued at $200 In both cases I am sure the estimate should be 
much more than that. ^

My visits have not yet taken me all ovér my county, but I have seen 
enough to convince me that these reports are incorrect. The amount on 
hand at the beginning of the year I am unable to give. About one-half of 
the reports show nothing at all upon this point. 


I contemplate holding meetings as nearly in all the districts in the county 

as I can, and at such times to look over the books, Where it is necessary I 

‘shall send duplicates of the county treasurer's record. Perhaps in a year 
from this time they will be in better shape. 

I think the schoolsin our county are steadily advancing. You will see the 
pet cent. of first grades issued has been greatly increased this year. This 
means harder work on the part of our teachers and a greater interest in 
schools. 


Though my réport dies not show any school buildings constructed during 


* the year, there are several in progress, among which are the Chehalis

school builing, cost $10,000, and one of the finest in the country, and two in 
Centralia, whose cost I have not yet learned. 

The census shows ari increase of 600 children of school age, making d in all 
3175. 

I believe the most of our teachers are alive to the responsibility the cate 
of these children brings. I think they are striving—yes, earnestly striving 
—to lead them to noble manhood and womanhood, and to implant within, 
their minds aspirations for future culture and excellence upon which their 
destiny as & people so much depends. 

We haye organized a teachers association, which meets monthly in Che 
halis; These meetings are destined to do much good during a year, and I

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am. very glad: to see the interest which has been taken in them. At our 
teachers’ institute; which is to be held in Chehalis onWednesday, Thursday 
` and Friday, of the last week in August, we will discues the plan of organ-

If 
we can do something to stir people out of this lethargy we will accomplish 
a great work. If we can do no other way let us do it by law. 


I have organized 10 school districts this year which, when they are core 
firmed, will make 59 instead of 52, and I am in hopes thefr interest will not . 
stop with organization. I have been laboring very hard to advance the 
interests of tue schools of the county, and am anxious fo have it stand in 
proportion to its population, among the first. I have not, however, reported 
beyond the reality. I have stated them in brief—just as they are. Had I 
the time I could give you a more detailed account of my ideas on school law 
and school matters generally; but itis not necessary. Your experience,

like this from its first settlement, it js interesting to note the gradual change 
which invariably takes place in the manners and conduct, and also, no 
doubt, in the tastes and feelings of the old pioneers. It is instructive to 
obseryé, ad I have often done, the gradual tone of refinement which, from 
decade to decade, changes the rude, boisterous, and often profane pioneer 
into the grave, earnest and thoughtful citizen, How-much of this change is 
due to the public school, it is needless to inquire. Reading begets thought, 
and to THINK is to gather the golden apples. which grow in paradise. 


The public school may well he considered, therefore, not only the pillar of 
the state, but the means whereby we are enabled to minister to our spir- 
itualneeds. Therefore, we say, God speed the schoolmaster, and in what- 
ever country he is known to be abroad, Yet him be well and tenderly cared 
for. 


Iam asked to give my views concerning needed changes in the school 
law. Iknow very well it is a waste of ink to present those views; never- 
theless, I might suggest some few changes, which, it seems to me, would be 
improvements. 


I think thst first and second grade. certificates should be renewed without . 


examination, at the discretion of the board, where the parties desire it 
provided they had been teaching the past year. I also think that no teacher 
should be employed without the sanction of the county superintendent. By 
the present system a person entirely incompetent to teach a school may be 
employed by the directors. Some seem to consider themselves responsible 
and accountable to the directors only as their employees.

If whatis called thecompulsory schoollaw of thisterritory requiresthe par- 
enis of children to send them to school, I cannot understand itso.

SIR. Knowing full well the interest you take i in the educational progress 
of our Territory, I will presume on your indulgence, and accompany my amy 
nual report with a short sketch of the status of education i in Stevens county. 


” The present Stevens county seems, from its geographical position, to have 
been destined to be the last part of Washington Territory to open to the 
soothing influence of civilization, Hemmed in, by mountain ranges, and 
cut up by four Indian reservations, the inducements for settlement were 
very few, to the family that desired to perpetuate the education it had, and 
transmit the same unimpaired, at least, if not more developed, to the last 
and weakest oi its line Hence, we find that the main habitable portion of 
the county, the Colville Valley, was settled in the early days, ether by the 
wandering prospector, or the employee of the Hudson Bay Fur Co. ` 


t~ 


From the marriage of these men with the native women, sprang the pres- 
ent rate of half breed, etc. This class, in its first generation, resembled 
more the native in habits than the whites. Yet there was a something to 
work on, and we find some. of those early pioneers eagerly ‘agitating the 
question of school. Later on, the establishment of a government military - 
post, at Colville, induced a few white men and their families to cast their 
lot with this section of country; and from that time is dated the slow, yet 
onward march, of the public schools an our county. Yet, however desirous 
the people were to have school, one insurmountable difficulty met them at 
every step—want of means. Totally isolated from the rest of the country, 
400 miles from the nearest market, there was little inducement for the sett 
tler to raise more than would supply his own wants, Hence, school was 
taught only at long intervals, ; MEE - 


- 
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So time rolled on, till the discovery of mineral in our mountains gave a 
new life to everything, and made those that bemoaned the existence of na- 
ture’s mighty walls around them bless that Almighty detree that sent them 
to such a happy prison. A fuller treasury accomplished i in a short time what 
the wishes of years could never have dreamed of. New school districts were 
formed all over our county and ere long the people of Stevens could boast 
that they, too, had the public school all over the length and breadth of their: 
land. One great evil, however, existed in Stevens, as eleewhere—the per- 
mit law. This gave a situation often to the unskilled one, and left the 
professional teacher to suffer the bitter pangs of poverty. 


Then the lowest bidder held sway. But, thank Heaven, things are 
changed, and the certificated teacher alone rules in our county, The rapid 
growth of our sister county, Spokane, and the wonderful enlargement of the 
Falls, have had a great influence on the development of our country. The 
rapid construction of the Spokane & Northern R. R., which is even now into 
the heart of the Colville Valley, will tend to revolutionize this section 
quicker than anything else. 


Every day emigrants flock into our country. Regions hitherto unclaimed, 
and considered of no value, are teeming with life, and the school house, al- 
though of a rather primitive make, is amongst the first building to rear 
` itself to the sky. There are now eighteen school districts, and before another 
year has run, that number will at least be doubled. People talk in many 
places of abandoning the old log house for a school house of more modern 
structure. Chawelah has given the contract for a new and commodious 
building. Colville contemplates the erection of a new stone school house, 
and so on all over the county. Already people wake up and realize fhey 
have to do something for the education of their children. The universal 
cry seems to be, give us teachérs for our schools; and lam happy to say 
that the cry is nobly answered. 


They come, from almost every part of our mighty land, and yet there is 
room for more. I have advocated as much as possible, the necessity of 
private subscription, to help the public funds for the longer maintainance of 
school, I have reasoned with directors to increase teachers’ salaries; for I 
am convinced that. only then can we have a good staff of teachers in 
Stevens county, when sufficient inducements are given for them to stay. 


The educational status of oúr county is rather encouraging at present to 
one like me, who has seen this country, some five years ago, almost totally 
deprived of schools and teachers. One thing yetremains toachieve success, 
and that is the passing of a strict compulsory school law, I could tite many 
instances of young men and women who, for one or more frivolous IeBBODE, 
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abseut themselves from school. Yes, even if it infringes somewhat on our ~ 
ideas of iberty, Tsay letus force the young to school; that in future rage 
they may reap tho fruit of time well spent, and bless our muon." 


With reference to text books, I am in favor of MeGuffey’s revised series,” ^ 
because their arrangement seems natural, easy and progressive. 


To state à plain fact as simply a3 possible, let me say, that the teaching of 
hygiene with reference to alcoholic stimulants, is strictly taught in-our ” - 
schools, because such is the law. Yet I must admit that I believe that

I would gay, in regard to 
the needed changes in the schoo! law, that if the school year were made to 
begin January 1st instead of July let, the district clerks,would have a, 
clearer understanding of what was required of them, and E vasy amount "E s 
the annoyance and trouble superintendents now undergo i in making out 
their reports would be thereby avoided: 


Should it be impracticable to change the beginning of the year from July 
1st, I would recommend that the treasurer report to the county superin- 
tendent July 1st, said superintendent could then report at Jeastthe correct 
amount to the credit of the schools. 


The text books in use at present, with the exception of the arithmetics 
and gedgraphies, give general satisfaction. I would like to see a text book 
on mental arithmetic adopted. I think that free text books would bea 
benefit to the schools of the territory.

It is gratifying to report that not more than one 
per cent. of the children enumerated in our county has not attended school,

` Sm: L'have the honor of submitting herewith my annual report of the 
schools of Whitman county for the year just closed. 


The school population of the county has increased more than one thou- 
sand during the year. The average length of term has increased one 
month. Teachers’ wages have inereascd 30 per cent. * A marked advance is 
noticeable all along the line. 


Seven new districts have been formed, and many more are contemplated. 


An enthusiastic institute has just closed, attended by seventy-two teach- 
ers. Prof. F. B. Gault was the conductor. 


During the spring months teachers were scarce. A few districts could 
not secure teachers, and consequently had no spring schools. The influx of 
teachers during the summer months has resulted, however, in making up 
the deficiency, the newcomers being, in nearly all cases, teachers of super- 
ior merit. 


The law in regard to the teaching of physiology and hygiene is enforced 
in nearly every district. This is due largely to the strong temperance ele- 
ment among the teachers, most of whom are glad to be supported by such a 
law. I think, however, that our text books on this subject put the effecta of 
stimulants and narcotics in such a. strong light as to stagger the faith of the 
incredulous, and frequently result in unbelief and opposition. Itis nota 
sufficient answer to this to say that the whole truth should be told. Part of 
the truth received is better than the whole rejected. i

The law on compulsory education is a dead letter. Very seldom is any at- 
tempt made to enforce it. Its presence on the statute books may influence 
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a few to comply with it, but I thank it should be modified so as to be effec- 
tive, or else repealed. : 


I favor the repeal of the law making attendance at teachers” institutes 
compulsory, and in its stead a'1aw requiring the per cent. of attendance to 
be recorded on certificates, as also the teacher's proficiency in work at the 
institute. Lalso favor a law making the practical success of a teacher 1n the 
school, as observed by the superintendent while visiting, an item of record 
on certificates. i 


District clerks are allowed pay for time actually employed. Under these 
circumstances, we should haye a law compelling them to make a correct re- 
port to the superintendent, so that the latter’s report may be something .

Tt is encouraging to notice the degree ‘of interest. the people of Yakima 
county manifest in the progress of education. : 


Efficient teachers are in demand; and are generally well paid, but. some 
districts, for wantof funds, are not always able to-secure the services of 
teachers they know to be competent. 


Consequently persons are employed whose scholarship is very limited, and 
who possess still less knowledge of the principles of teaching. 


Such persons do little good and often much harm to the school, but they 
get the positions because they can afford to teach for smaller pay than one 
can who has spent several years in preparing tor the work. 

It will be well for the school when all the districts shall have a sufficient 
amount of funds to enable them to pay teachers a living valary. * 


Then I think no person should be allowed to enter the profession of teach- 
ing.who has not made some special preparation. 
a 


In regard to examination, I think an average of 70 should be required for 
a third grade certificate, and 80 for a second. 


The law concerning the teaching of hygiene with reference to alcoholic 
stimulants, is being enforced so faras I know. 


I deem the compulsory education of inestimable benefit. 


Some of the text books now in use do not give general satisfaction. I 
would recommend Swinton's or Harper's geographies, Kobinson's arith- 
metics, the Modern spelling book, and Reed & Kellogg’s grammars. I 
think Swinton’s readers are very good. 


The county commissioners have generously appropriated the sum of one 
hundred dollars to defray expenses of e to be held in August,

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I have visited the schools as required by law, and have in most instances 


found them progressing under the management'of efficient teachers. Butl i 
_ hope that still better results may be attained this year. .

“I do not understand Chief-Justice Hanford to pass upon the legality of 
the contracts of the Board af Education with Ivison, Blakeman & Co. et al., 
and that the order made in the case does not affect the opinion of the Attor- 
ney General, that such contracts were invalid, as this part of the case wás 


not presented at the hearing.” If I understand the opinion of the Chief , 


Justice, he does not in any way pass upon the legality of the contracts made 
by the Board, or of its action at the July meeting, in fact Tam assured of 
this from thé following paragraph taken from the opinion filed in the case: 


» 


“The result of this proceeding must be the same whether I hold the acts 
of the Board in adopting text. books and contracting with the plaintiffs to be 
valid or not, and hence I cannot decide the questions touching these matters, 

„ and intend to express no opinion in regard thereto.” 


The effect of his decision was simply to inform the parties moving against 
the Board, that as far as the case which they presented stood, that they were 
remediless, or if not without a remedy he was compelled upon the case 
made, to dismiss their proceeding, making no further order in the 
premises other than to dismiss their petition. The opinion of this office as 
to the legality of the contracts and the proceedings of the Board at the July 
meeting, is not.in any manner set aside by the action of the Conrtin this 
case. I am atill of the- opinion that the action of the Board at the July 
meeting was illegal and invalid, that the only books which can be used are 
those which were in use at the time, and prior tothe regular annual meeting 
in July.

Whether or not the August 
meeting of the Board was illegal can only be finally determined by the 
Supreme Court, should any litigation arise which can be taken there; buten 
any case, the Board holds, upon the advice of the Attorney-General, that 1ts
